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A Study of the Turkish Ichneumonidae (Hymenoptera) 
I. Pimplinae’

Abstract: Faunistic data of 26 Pimplinae species from Turkey are given. Five 
species are new records for the Turkish fauna. 
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Introduction 


The Turkish Ichneumonidae fauna 1s not enough studied. In the catalogue of KOLAROV 
(1995) only 383 species were listed. Lately some new records were added to this fauna 
(KOLAROV et al. 1997, 1999; YURTCAN et al. 1999; YURTCAN & BEYARSLAN 2002; 
CORUH et al. 2002, etc.), predominantly from Thrace, Egean region and Northeastern 
Turkey. 
Most Pimplinae are idiobiont ectoparasitoids of larvae and pupae of holometabolous 
insects. The species of Tromatobia FORSTER, Clistopyga GRAVENHORST and Zaglyptus 
FORSTER parasitize egg sacs and adults of Araneae, like those of entirely koinobiont tribe 
Polysphinctini. The species of Pimplini are predominantly endoparasitoids of 
Lepidoptera prepupae and pupae. 

“ Until now 57 Pimplinae (sensu TOWNES 1969) species are known from Turkey. 
In the present paper faunistic data of 26 species from Southern Turkey (mainly Isparta 
and Burdur province) are presented. Five of them, noted in the text by asterisk, are new 
records for the Turkish fauna. The general distribution is after KOLAROV (1997).

Discussion 


In the Palearctic region are 391 Pimplinae distributed (sensu TOWNES 1969) species 
(Dicky & Yu 1997). About half of them occur in Western Palearctis. With the new 
contributions given in the present study, Turkish Pimplinae reaches 62 species and this is 
perhaps the half of the probably number. The dominant species are Pimpla spuria GRAV. 
and /toplectis maculator F. 
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Zusammenfassung 


In der Paláarktis sind nach TOWNES (1969) 391 Pimplinae nachgewiesen, die Hälfte davon in der 
Westpaläarktis. Mit vorliegender Arbeit sind nunmehr für die Türkei 62 Pimplinae bekannt, dies 
dürfte etwa die Hälfte der zu erwartenden Arten sein. Pimpla spuria GRAV. und Itoplectis maculator 
F. sind die am häufigsten nachgewiesenen Spezies. 
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
